MEMOIR OF MM. SARAH IMUODEN. 


Sarah, daughter of George and Elizabeth 


Mark and wile olJohn Imbiden, was born In 
Lebanon, Fa , Aug. 7,1818 aad died m Decatur 
111., March 1.1834, aged 75 years, c months and 
24 days. She was happily converted, during a 
revival, at tbe age ol 15 years, and was admitted 
by catechetical Instruction and confirmation in- 
to the German Reformed Denomination. She 
was married to Jobn Imboden In Lebanon, P >. 
Dec. 21, 1843. In November 1855 tbe faml'y 
moved to Decatur, Illinois, which place has 
since been tbelrhome. Boon alter coming to 
Decatur they united with the Methodist Episco- 
pal church. 


The fruits ol this marriage were nine sons, 


three of whom died In Infancy, For 35 years 
the family circle has been complete, but now it 
is broken, one link gone, one face missing, one 
chair vacant. Those ot the family who survive 
the mother arc, her husbaad, who has been 
permitted in the kind Providence of God to walk 
beside his companion in life for over 50 years; 
her six sons, Cyrus M. o! Decatur; Adam H. 
and Hiram of Wichita. Kansas; David C. of 
Galveston,Texas; John G. of Decatur,and Rev. 
Franklin W, of Woodland, 111., who have been 
blessed with the careful training, wise counsel 
and faithful;prayers ota Godly mother; and HIM 
JaneLukens who has ministered faithfully, 
tenderly and true as a daughter, slater and 
companion 
In 
the 
house 
for 
thirty 


years. On the 
2ist of last December 


Mrs. Imboden, with her husband, was greatly 
blessed In having her children and grandchil- 
dren around her on the occasion of their 50th 
marriage anniversary. It was an event that 
brought much joy to her heart and aha said it 
was the happiest day of her life. For ea yeara 
Mrs. Iraboden lived a consistent Christian life, 
always identified with and active In church 
work. She was a woman who desired rather to 
minister than t > tie ministered unto, and her 
life was given to relieving the suHermjss of a 
common people. She was known by her sym 
pathetic heart, her noble deeds of love, her self- 
sacrificing life. Her Christian experience was 
at all times strong and clear and she realized 
that her last days were her best. 


She was anxious to depart and be with Christ, 


and expressed herself many times as only wait- 
ing for the call to come up higher. 


On Thursday morning, March 1st, at half-past 


six the summons came, and 


As calmly fades the light of day. 


As softly cornea tbe dawn of morn, 


So, peacefully she passed away- 


Laid down the cross, took up the crown, 


"We watched her breathing through the night, 


Her breathing, soft and low, 


As in her breast the wave of life 


Kept heaving to and fro." 


"Our very hopes belied our fears, 


Our rears our hopes belied. 


We thought her dying when she slept, 


And sleeping when she died." 
"Herchildren arise up and call her blessed; 


her husband also, and he praiseth her." 


THE ADDBESS, 


Rev. James Miller, pastor of Grace 


Methodist church at Bloomington, for 
five years pastor of the First church, this 
city, delivered the funeral oration which 
consumed 40 minutes' time. Below is 
given the principal points of 'he fermon. 


Text I. Cor. 15:14—"Death is su-al- 


lowed up in victory." 


'MY FBIEND3:—Death is the great 


crisis ot our earthly existence, Sooner 
or later we mnat meet it. We may close 
pur eyes to it; we may tarn swsy from 
it; we mey strive to hrgtl it, but we are 
steadily nod Barely approaching it. We 
may mett it in victory or defeat, bat we 
cannot escape it. 


"But this final victory ie condi'ioned 


on certain preoeding victories which 
must first be achieved in tbe battle o* 
life. 


"I. The conquest of s,in. The sting 
ofdeaJi is sin. 


'Every life is beset with sin within its 


environment, its instincts and its aspira- 
tions. It lies in the direct path ot Un- 
man progress and most be overcome. 
The deceased fought this battle end won 
this victory early in life. At the age of 
fifteen she gave Herself to Christ and the 
church. 


II. 
This victory is the conquest of 


self. "Selfishness is latent in the Human 
soul, tt enters into all we do and blights 
all we touch, it permaetes car best 
thought, depraves our noblest impulse?, 
steals into our religion, pollutes our pray- 
ers, mars onr charities and discounts our 
holiest affections. 
It confronts ua BS 


the deadliest 
foe of the 
soul 
at 


every atep and its conquest is demanded 
as n passport to eternal blessedness. 


'She whose spirit has gone from un 


fought this battle and won this victory 
end nobly consecrated her life in gener- 
ous deeds and ministries of kindness and { 
barity to tbe service of others without 


regard to creed, color or conditons in 
life.III. The conquest of circumstances. 
"We are said to be the creatures of cir- 
cumstances and in many respects this 
is true. Circumstances mold ua and 
largely condition!onr 'i™ and Jet there 
is in us an element of individuality that 
is diaiined to supremacy over external 
condition. We are made to fight and 
conquer the untoward conditions ot life 
and assert the supremacy of reason and 
will over outward circumstances. Mrs. 
Imboden did this with Christian fidelity 
and devotion, and with heroic determina- 
tion roee to the attitude of a noble wo- 
man-hood, which merited the admira- 
tion of all who knew her. 


"IV. The conquest of suffering. 
"It is part ot the divine ordainment 


that human character should be per 
feoted through 
suffering. 
Even the 


world's Redeemer, tbe captain ot our 
salvation, was made perfect through, suf- 
fering; and Paul by experience learned 
that the thorn in the flesh, tbe messen- 
ger of Satan, was tbe greatest benedic- 
tion of his Christian life; and so this 
saint of God, whose remains we Ibis day 
bear away to the silent city, leained how 
to appropriate suffering to the highest 
and best uses, and thus rising above tbe 
suffering of her last few months on 
earth she made it minister to tne un- 
folding ot the latent beauties of a well- 
rounded, full-orbed Christian character. 


"V. The conquest of death. 
"She has attained to an immortality of 


imperishable influence, 
She invested 


the lives of thesa six sons and also tbe 
life of her who was to her ae a daughter 
in her own household, with a strength of 
moral purpose and religious instwot and 
intuition 
which will reach out on as 


many distinct lines of action through all 
time and to all eternity, But she not 
only attained to what may be termed a 
corporate immortality but to a distinct 
personal immortality, an immortality of 
ornsoiqnsnees, of will, of affection, a per- 
sonal idiosyncraoy of thought and feel- 
ing that can never parish, but v ill con- 
tinue to unfold itself in endlees fullness 
forever, 


"She laid up treasure in heaven in 


every noble deed, in every ministry of 
kindness, in the tender sympathy ot her 
soul, which went out in unceasing love 
for all her family, her grandchildren, the 
sick, the poor, the dying, ot all conditions 
ot life. All these deeds of love will greet 
her and remind her ot friends and loved 
ones long since left but not lost, who, 
one by one will join her in that land of 
liaht and love. The climax of her earth- 
ly blies was reached on the golden wed- 
ding d'ly when with husband, children 
and grandchildren she celebrated the 
fiftieth anniversary of her marriage. 


"The olimax of her heavenly blies will 


be readied when they shall all meet the 
next time on the golden shore to sing 
redemption songs in the presence of God 
and the Lamb." 


At the conclusion of the service at the 


ohnroh the remains were borne to the 
hearse by the pall bearers, Messrs. Mil- 
ton Johnson, J. M. Olokey, B. E. Ham- 
sher, W. E. Starr, J. F. Bosch, and O. B. 
Qorin. A long cortege followed the re 
mains to Greenwood, where (ha casket 
was borne from the hearae to the grave 
by the six eona of the deceased. A brief 
burial service was observed and relatives 
and friends departed for their homes. 


ARMY SUBiSEONS. 


Seven Vacancies to be Filled at 


an Examination. 


March 12 next a board of medical 


officers will sit at the Army Medical 
mneeum in Washington for the purpose 
of examining candidates for appointment 
as surgeons in the army. There are now 
seven vacancies to be filled, and any 
young saw bonea who has taken his 
degree and feela like wearing Uncle 
Sam's livery is at liberty to compete. 
No political influence or indorsement is 
necessary. The candidates who pass the 
best examination will get the appoint- 
ment. The board certify their names to 
the surgeon general, who sends them to 
the secretary ot war, who sends them to 
the president, who nominates then to the 
senate as assistant surgeons, with the 
rank and pay ot first lieutenants, and un- 
less there is some flagrant objection to 
them they are confirmed. 
Five years 


later they are promoted to the rank of 
captain and so on until they | reach tbe 
age of 62, when they are retired at half 
pay. Any young man desiring further 
information can communicate with the 
surgeon general of the army, Washing 
ton, D. C. There are five vacancies in 
the medical corps of the navy also, for 
which examinations are now being held 
in New York;

THE AMENDED PARISH COUNCILS BILL 


To be Passed as It Came from tho 


House of Lords—The Necessity for 


the Premier's Resignation Said 


to be 
Imperative. 


March 2.—Mr. Gladstone 


made his appearance in the house of 
commons at 3:30 -o'clock yesterday at- 
ieruoon. He was received with pro- 
longed cheers, which were repeated 
with more enthusiastic applause as he 
arose to [speak on the parish, councils 
bill.

The other day the govern- 
ment was obliged to lose a b'll because 
the house of lords had entirely de- 
stroyed the principle of it. In the 
case of the parish councils bill, how- 
ever, the principle of the extension of 
the local government remained, there- 
fore the government was willing- to 
withdraw Us opposition to the amend- 
ments of the house of lords. 


It u as perfectly obvious, he said, 


that a collision between the two 
iicuses could not be continued [Pro- 
longed cheers.] Tho government in ac- 
cepting tho lords amendments did not 
intend to end the controversy- by any 
means. It was a matter to be submit- 
ted to tho arrangement of a nation.

Who Can Beat Ii? 


There are comparatively few people in 


the city who fully realize the magnitude 
of the woik done at tbe Decatnr Public 
Library in the course of a year. 
Some 


idea may, however, be gained from the 
following facts: During the month of 
January the total mnmber of books 
loaned was 8,334, which is a daily average 
of 333 books. The greatest namber put 
out in any one day during the month was 
718. 


During the month of January 14,604 


persons visited the library, which is a 
daily average of 58. 


There are 13,000 volumes in the library 


and some idea of tbe csre with which the 
library is managed may be gathered 
from toe fact that in ten jears not to 
cioesd ten books have been lost end not 
paid for. 


Those who putroaizd the hbrarv know 


that every person, no matter who it is, 
must give acceptable security before he 
or she can borrow a book, and the result 
of this plan ie that it is very rare that 
the library officials have to call upon the 
endorser for the value of books lost. 


It is doubtful if any library in the 


tttate can ehow as good a record as the 
Decatnr Public Library, which speaks 
well for the management.

who believe in a protective tariff have 
the opinion that the Americas interests 
ought to be protected by Ameriorn legis- 
lation. [Cheere.j That is the theory 
upon which all congresses and parhments 
legislate in the old country, and we thi.jk 
this is the American policy. Now, it is 
very noticeable that all through our 
great centers of population free traders 
anil protectionists alike are all urging 
oily connoiln and boards of county oom- 
miHsioners oither to vote money to devote 
to the relief of the poor and; unemployed 
or to secure them some kind of public 
works, in order that men may earn their 
daily bread, [dries of "That ia right"] 
Now, if that is right it is also right for 
congress to frame our tariff legislation 
oa to brink the most work to this country 
thnt ia possible. It is very clear that 
the blankets we need cannot be made 
he e and in England both. They will all 
be made here or all there, 01 pait here 
and part there, and the larger the number 
of blankets we have to make, the larger 
tho market we will have for wool and the 
more work we will have for oar Ameriean 
vorkmen. 


What We Vote For. 


The election i his fall is known as an 


election in an off year and yet it is »n 
election of us rrach importance, both 
locally and in a national sense, aa the 
elections in presidential jeers. 
Tbe 


country this fall will elect the full lover 
boose of congress, Illimis will elect 22 
congressmen. 
For state officers the 


people ot Illinois will elect a state 
treasurer and a superintendent ot pnb- 
lio instruction and several trustees of the 
University, of Illinois, at Obumpaign. 
The districts will each elect one senator 
and three repreaentativee, acd 
the 


counties will each elect a treasurer, a 
sheriff, a county 
superintendent ot 


schools and a county clerk. lu addition 
to this the election will also affect the 
election of one-third of the members of 
tbe Dnited States Senate, and in Illinois 
as in some other states, it will affect the 
election of two United States Senators, 
as every state senator elected m Illinois 
this fall will vote for both the successor 
to Senators Callom and Palmer. 


Thesa things make the coming elec- 


tion one of great importance and whioh 
will cull out a full vote. Already there 
tre candidates in tbe Said for many of 
the offioe a. On the Republican side Gen. 
Smith D. Atkins of Freeport and Henry 
Wnlff of Cbioago are seeking the nomina- 
tion for stota treasurer, while Prof's. 
Bhawhan o! Champaign county and Ben- 
nett of Vermilion county, want the nom- 
inations for superintendent of public in- 
struction. 
In the Republican ranks 


there are no candidates for congress. 
Being mathematically in a minority dis- 
trict, tbe prevailing sentiment in the 
party 13 that the field should ba thor- 
oughly canvassed, and that the mo it 
available man be selected and induced to 
run. This does not mean that the Rs- 
pnbhoans propose to concede the district 
to the Democrats, on the contrary they 
propose to oirry ttia district. The same 
ratio ot change thai was made in recant 
elections in Pennsylvania, Ohio and other 
cortbern states, will give this district to 
the Republicans by a large majority.

For county superintendent of schools 


quite a number of bright young men have 
been mentioned and some ot them will 
be strongly supported by their friends 
for the nomination. Among these are N. 
M. Jacobs, formerly of Wheatland town- 
ship; John G. Keller, of Friends Creek 
township; John Wioke, of Blue Mound 
township; Charles Hastings, of Illin 
township; J. D. Logan, of Pleasant 
View township, and Jesse Smith, of 
Maoon township. 


Out of this list of gentlemen, and others 


that may yet become candidates, there 
will bs no trouble for the Rspnblioans to 
select e first olaes ticket that will insure 
violory all along the line. 


Taxes and the Shrinkage of Values. 


The administration of the nffiirs of 


tho state will require at least as mach 
money to defray the expenses m coming 
yeiua aa it does now. The money neces- 
sary to meet these expenses mnst be 
raised by taxation, The same is true as 
to the current expenses of city govern- 
ments, and counties and townships, so 
that the aggregation of taxes must at 
least regain the same. The shrinkage 
of values within the last year has been 
most remarkable. On live utock alone it 
amounts to nearly 8400,000,000; hence it 
mast follow that aaeeaumente made on 
property which haa diminished in value, 
means a large increase in the future rate 
of taxation.

revenue, eay they were assessed at 830 a 
head. The same horses in 1894, when 
the average value is only 847.83, must, to 
raiae the necessary revenue, be assessed

The Party Paper. 


Borne time ago we published and en- 


dorsed, an extract from a speech de- 
livered by Gen. Hays before tLe Repab- 
iiaan editorial association ia Peoria, in 
whioh be assumed that no party paper 
should take sides as between two man of 
its own party, seeking a nomination for 
toe same city, township or city offioe. 


We desire now to emphasize that 


sentiment, and empress it upon oar 
reader*. The REPUBLICAN has always 
made it a rale never to interfeie, as be- 
tween Republicans asking the nomina- 
tion for the same office, tor the reason 
that it believes that no paper that values 
party harmony, for the sake ot party 
principles, and the good opinion of vot- 
ers of the party, can afford to do other- 
wise. A conscientious .party paper 
that regards the interests ot the party 
as paramount to any individual interest' 
could not, under any circumstances, lend 
tself to farther the desire of one Bepab- 
ican to secure a nomination aa against 
another. It is clearly within the duties 
ot the voters of the party to determine 
who its nominees shall be, but it is never 
within the tha prerogatives of a paity 
paper to do so. It is the duty of the 
party paper to support tickets after they 
are made by the voters, but not to make 
them. But, however careful a party 
japer ia along thesa Unas, it does not 
always escape unjust cntioiem from can- 
didates for nomination who are of a aua- 
jioioua disposition, and very often such 
candidates, in case they are defeated, 
ay the blame on the party newspaper, 
presumably tor the reason that the party 
paper is the only tangible thing in eight 
,o kick at. 


It is unfortunate for any party that 


iuch men aspire 10 office, but they do, 
nevertheless, and it ia noticeable thtt as 
a class, they are suspicions of everybody 
except the very olssa of man upon whom 
they ought to exercise their suspicions, 
namely, theae men who have the happy 
laonlty of giving every candidate the 
iind of "taffy" they expect will leave 
the impression upon each that thay are 
lor him against all comers. The party 
paper cannot afford to indulge in the 
•affy , business, and because it does not 
:he suspicions candidate always suspects 
that the party paper is covertly helping 
;he other fellow, The suspicious candi- 
date banks on his suspicion?, and comes 
;o conoluaions through the valueless and 
dangerous medium of his suspicions. 
3.0 can magnify an imaginary mole hill 
nto a formidable mountain in a single 
sleepless night, a ad cause the mountain 
to haunt him like a nightmare and de- 
stroy his peace of mind. He can see the 
editor of the party newspaper behind 
closed doors, with a Bet of other fellows 
concocting schemes to beat him; and 
inally gets himself in a frame of ruiud 
where he can go out and declare, as a 
well-authenticated fact, a thing that 
never exiaited except in his own imagina- 
.ion. 


There are such aspirants for nomina- 


tion, in almost every community. They 
are dangerous men in any party; they 
are a bniden to themselves and their 
riends, if they have any. 
It would be 


well for every party, whenever a candi- 
date develops these idiosyncrasies, to re- 
act his claim for preferment. It is not 
nfrequeat also, that when a man of this 
class is feeling his way to become a can- 
didate, he is advised to consult the 
editor of the party paper about it, with 
>he view of bringing the paper to the 
support of his candidacy; and when he 
consults the manager ot tha paper, and 
M fails to come out flat-footed and eay 
that the paper will support him, he goea 
away fully convinced that the paper is 
'or the other fellow. 


The party papers that stand up for 


;he principles of the party every day in 
the year cannot lend itself to helping 
certain men in the party to preferment, 
until the party itself has paesed upon the 
question and mads a ticket. There the 
work of the party paper for men begins. 
The hoomt party paper realizes that can- 
didates are made by and tor the people 
and that the party was not made for 
men, and any man who accuses a faithful 
party paper ot pursuing any other course, 
or thinks that it ought to do otherwise, 
either does not understand the relation a 
party paper sustains to the party or else 
believe that- the party and the party pa- 
pers ought to devote their energies to 
getting offices for those who want office 
instead of advancing the principles of the 
party. 


Democratic State Convention

on Saturday, the 3rd day of Match, A 
D , 1894 was born on the 29th of April, ' 
D 1807, near Carlton, Saratoga county, 
New York, the child of William and Ab. 
gail Powers 
She was carefully reared 


under the 
inli occe of those clear, 


strong principles ot religious, social and 
personal duty which characterized the

But she chose to go to Bloom 


ington, where hor sister, Mrs Ewing, and 
their mother were living, and there they 
went and lived until the death ot William 
Powers, which occurred in 1858 


Six children were born to Mrs. Wilkin- 


son, three of whom died in infancy, and 
three in early womanhood and youth — 
Emily, unmarneJ, at twenty one, Howaid 
at sixteen 
Both died anil were buried 


in Bloomington. Belle waa married in 
April, 1859, to Mr Aloorn, of Tennessee.

speaks of electricity, and other mot ire 
powers, as supplanting the nse of horses 
and causing a surplus of horses

Now I 
say to yon to-day what 1 said when I_was 
president, and what I have always be- 
lieved, that a larger use of silver for 
money and free coinage of silver upon B 
basis to be agreed upon, thut would 
maintain its parity with gold, was good 
for the whole world.
